Claims 4-10, 12, 15 and 18 have been cancelled. Claims 1-3, 11, 13-14, 16-17 and 19-20 have been amended. 
Prior rejections under USC 135 102(e) and 103(a) have been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

reasons for allow ance: Claim 1, from which claims 2-3, 11, 13-14, 16-17 and 19-20 depend, contains specific 
fluorinated groups not taught by Lichtenhan et.al (US 2003/0055193). Further, the combination of group A, 
a polymerization initiating group, with the structures of claim 1 as cited in claim 3 are not taught by 
Lichtenhan or anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
